Conewago so that there will be good 
fishing for all who care to fish and 
their appeal applies equally as well to 
all our streams.

The Comomnwealth of Pennsylvania 


maintains and operates one of the best 
equipped series of fish propagating 
plants in the United States, where mil- 
lions of fish are annually hatched and 
distributed to the various streams of 
the State.

Two German physicians, Dr. Barn- 


hardt Krouig, one of the most famous 
gynecologists in Europe, aud Professor 
Karl Gauss, one of the leaders in hy- 
podermic anesthesia, have after a 
great number of experiments, achieved 
a successful technique In the applica- 
tion of the "twilight sleep" which bad 
drawn wouieu from all parts of the 
world to Freiburg, a little town near 
the Black Forest iu Germany.

than -5000 mothers have come to the 
Fraueukhnik; there has not been a 
single case of death iu the mothers 
and the infant mortality is lower tban 
usual, aud each mother has gone back 
to her home with her baby born under 
the painless and humaue influence of 
tae -'twilight sleep," 


Dr. J. K. Marss. chief assistant to 


Dr. J. K. Bchell. woo introduced the 
method at the Northwestern Hospital 
and developed the exact technique of 
administering the drugs used, explain- 
ing the method said: 


"The 'Twilight Sleep' is a light

The drugs used are 


poi&ous, but they are used in sueu 
small quantities that there has riot 
beeu a single fatality in more than 
5000 cases. All the eases iu our hospi- 
tal have been successful, i am more 
than pleased, aud every mother haa 
resolved to adhere" to the twilight 
sleep on ail future occasions, 
Dr. J 


K Schell is, 1 believe, the first Physi- 
cian in this city to develop this method 
and makes regular use of it. I am so 
enthusiastic over it that I will use it 
in all cases where the mothers ask for 
it." 


Dr. Philip Getsou, one ot the resi- 


dent physicians of the Northwestern 
General Hospital, thought that there 
might ue an important psychological 
tactor in the method, fie said; "The 
mind is in an uuusual condition and 
the brain seems to have some of its 
normal functions. 
The oatieut may 


be iu a subconscious condition iu 
which she is very receptive to thesug 
gestious of the doctor that she will 
have no pain. 
The dark room, the 


silence and the confident expectation 
of freedom, from paia all combine to 
cut off fear and pain from the con- 
sciousness 
Perhaps the biaiu is so 


affected that it refuses to recognize the 
pain messages sent by the nerves. The 
subconscious miud has 
wonderful 


powers over the body: this is shown 
in hypnotism. 
I do think the twi- 


light sieep is entirely hypnotic, but 
there are certain parallelisms of men 
tal processes in the two states. The im- 
portant thing is that we seem at iast 
to have reached a method that rob* 
motherhood of its chief terrors and 
makes the coming of baby indeed an 
unalloyed blessing.;;

Congressman A. Mitchell Palmer. 


Democratic candidate for U. S. Sena- 
tor. In a speech at Allentown last week 
threw some hot shot at his opponent. 


"Penrose." said Mr. Palmer, "has 


been in the Senate since 1897. If yon 
take him at his own valuation, he has 
worked hard and he has had great in- 
fluence over legislation.

Penrose afterwards admitted, said Mr. 
Palmer, when asked what ho knew 
about white elephants, that he knew 
as much about them as about black 
elephants. Mr. Palmer Invited 
the 


voters of Pennsylvania to visit Har- 
risburg. where a Penrose while ele- 
phant lie said, was on exhibition now. 


"If you will enter that Capitol and 


go into the oflice of the Commissioner 
of Highways," said Mr. Palmer, "you 
will find another elephant maintained 
by the people of Pennsylvania, one 
which retains for itself 02 cents out of 
eveiT dollar which it handles and lets 
the people have the other 38 cents for 
the roads. If you wil examine Penn- 
sylvania's laws you will find a provi- 
sion for the erection of an insane asy- 
lum at Rittersville. which is another 
white elephant, as we know from the 
report of the Investigating Committee 
of the last Legislature. Aud 1 could 
go on mentioning other white ele- 
phants foisted upon the people of Penn- 
sylvania by the senior Senator, and 
when we come to look closely at them 
we find that they are all suffering from 
a 'skin' disease, as did the white ele- 
phant." 


The newest form of political cam- 


paigning yet conceived, even in this 
era of putting all issues directly up to 
the people, was announced by Vance C. 
McCormick, the Democratic candidate 
for Governor of Pennsylvania, on be- 
half of the State Committee. 


This is an elaborate scheme for or- 


ganizing the boys of the State as "The 
Friends of Pennsylvania," with a view 
to making permanent the overthrow 
of corrupt politics. The idea reflects 
the bent of Mr. McCormick's mind, so 
long an earnest worker for the welfare 
of boys, and his confidence in the ab- 
stract principles of good citizenship. 
The statement given out by Mr. Mc- 
Cormick explains the plan: 


"Our duty is 10 think for to-morrow, 


as well as for to-day. 
We must do 


more than secure the present over- 
throw of that brand of misgovernment 
which has come to be called 'Penrose- 
ism"; we are bound to train the voters 
of to-morrow to make the victory per- 
manent. This is not a matter of part}* 
politics, but of bed-rock good citizen- 
sh ip. 


"So some of us. who have been work- 


ing for the redemption of Pennsylvania 
are organizing the boys of the State 
as Friends of Pennsylvania. This will 
be a non-partisan league. There Is noth- 
ing in its nature to tie it up exclusive- 
ly to any one party. It will seek to 
enroll the members of the Boy Scouts, 
the bo3"s of the schools and the mem- 
bers of the athletic clubs of the State, 
making to all of them that appeal to 
patriotism and loyalty to which youth 
is most responsive. 


"We want to increase pride in Penn- 


sylvania, and so to purify the State po- 
litically that nobody will have reason 
to blush for his citizenship in the 
greatest State of the Union. 


"Our organization is simple. 
We 


have a motto 'I am for Pennsylvania." 
which has already been printed on neat 
little 'true blue" buttons, which are 
being distributed by tens of thousands 
to the boys of the State. 
Each boy 


who wears the badge is asked to sub- 
scribe to the following declaration of 
principles and pledge: 
" 'Purpose. To maintain Pennsylva- 


nia's good name and to be an earnest 
enemy of every man. political organi- 
zation, institution 
or custom that 


would mar Pennsylvania's 
political 


purity or weaken her moral integrity." 
The pledge is as follows: 
" "I believe in Pennsylvania, my 
State. I glory in the ideals upon 
which she was founded, in the noble 
part she has borne in the country's his- 
tory, and in the character of her peo- 
ple to-day. 
,. . . 


"'As a sacred obligation of loyalty. 


I pledge myself to defend the good 
name of my State, and to endeavor 
myself to be such a free, fearless and 
patriotic citizen as will reflect honor 
upon her name. 
" "For the sake of Pennsylvania I 


promise to use my sincerest and most 
intelligent efforts to learn the facts 
concerning political 
conditions and 


candidates for public office: and to op- 
pose, with all my might, any party or 
man that is unworthy of the best tra- 
ditions and ideals of Pennsylvania. 
" "To this end. I solemnly covenant 


to put patriotism above partisanship, 
and above all personal considerations: 
that I may be a true citizen of the 
Keystone State, and I shall seek to en- 
list others in this same pledged allegi- 
ance.*

see." continued Mr. McCor- 


mick. "instead of training up a gen- 
eration of boys accustomed to the 
criticism and disparagement of their 
own State, we seek to promote such a

Dr. Everett One of the Brilliant 
Ministers of the Luiiieran Church 


Passes Away. 


Ji>si: M. WM/mss, one oi' the oldest 


citizens of the town, died shortly alter 
the 110011 hour on Tuesday, Aug. 25, at 
his home on York street, aged 89 years 
and 8 monthb. He was born on Christ- 
inas Day, 1824, in Strabau township 
and was the last of a family of twelve 
children, being a son of -Mr. aud Mrs. 
George Walter. He attended Prep, in 
this place in year 1839 and 1840.

They took passage on a British ship at 
Gibraltar for New York, which had to 
feel its way, with lights out at night 
to escape possible capture by German 
cruisers.

"Teachers Problems" first in discipline 
and bow kindness and common sense 
will solve problems better than in any 
other way: He spoke of the need of 
will-power on the part of the teacher, 
and the patience and ability to hold 
oneself.

sioners expressed themselves in entire- 
sympathy with the humane purpose of 
the new law and only acted after care- 
ful consideration of the practical de- 
tails of carrying it out.

R. R. Concessions to Fruit Growers. 


The Fruit Growers' Association of 


Adams County has for its object the 
best interests of all the growers in the 
county. It's latest activity has beeiL 
the working out of some important 
transportation reforms applying to the 
movement of the present peach and 
apple crops. Two rules of the G. & H. 
Railway provided: first, that all ship- 
ments of peaches must be prepaid, and 
second, that icing arrangements for all 
refrigerator cars must be made with 
some ice company by the growers 
themselves. Both of these rules seem- 
ed to work a hardship, especially on 
the large number of smaller growers. 


The Fruit Growers" Association took 


the matter up with the railroad au- 
thorities, urging that arrangements be 
made by which peaches could be ship- - - 
ped "freight collect" and so that any i 0^

of land on the banks of the Delaware and 
Schuylkil! rivers, and land adjacent there- 
to: the building of bulkheads, and the pur- 
chase or construction or lease of wharves, 
docks, sheds, and warehouses, and other 
buildings and facilities, necessary for the 
establishment and maintenance of rail- 
road and shipping' terminals along the 
said rivers: and the dredging of the said 
rivers and Cocks: Provided. That the 
said city p.nd county shalL at or before 
the time of so doing, provide for the col- 
lection of an annual tax sufficient to pay 
the Interest thereon, and also the princi- 
pal thereof within fifty years from the in- 
curring thereof.

The Corn Law Cause. 


In 
D-S3C, when Bright was twenty- 


five, he met Richard Cobden, the lead- 
er of the Corn Law movement. Young 
Bright was enlisted in its behalf, and 
his public Hie then began. But Bright 
was to be finally p-.-v-ed by his emo- 
tions. In September, 1841, his young 
wife died of consumption. Three days 
after this event he was visited by 
Cobden. This is the story as told by 
Bright himself: "I was in the depths 
of grief, I might almost say of despair, 
for the life and sunshine of my house 
had been extinguished." Cobden spoke 
words of consolation, and after a time 
said: "There are thousands of homes 
in England at this moment 
where 


wives, mothers and children are dying 
of hunger. Now. when the first par- 
oxysm of your grief is past, I would 
advise you to come with me, and we 
will never rest until the Corn Laws 
are repealed." The advice was taken, 
and John Bright became the incarnat- 
ed passion of the movement. 


Enters Parliament. 


Having" enlisted in the contest, a 


parliamentary career was the most 
natural thing in the world. In 1843. 
after a deieat, and the unseating o! 
his rival, Bright was returned from 
Durham. 


The regulation members of parlia- 


ment were shy of the young Quaker 
advocate of a seemingly unpopular 
cause. But he soon won place and 
even popularity in one of the hardest 
bodies in the world 
to 
secure 
it. 


About this time the Corn Law League 
was formed, and a campaign of educa- 
tion from tiie stump began—the lead- 
ing- orators being Cobden and Bright. 


Whether, as Leckey affirms, Eng-
